The " Illinois State Industrial School 


for Girls" is located at Kyatuton, in 
the building called the Soldiers' Home. 
The Board has a Vice-President in each 
congressional district, who is to further 
the interests of the school and solicit 
membership!). One dollar is the annual 
membership fee, twenty-five dollars con- 
stitutes a life member, and the payment 
of one hundred dollars a patron. There 
are at present twenty-three girls in the 
school, receiving moral and mental train- 
ing, besides being taught useful occupa- 
tions—housekeeping, cooking, needle- 
work, etc. Two hours a day are devot- 
ed to the study of common English 
branches. The average expense of each 
pupil per month is less than ten dollars. 


The ladies interested in this charity 


regard as of the first importance the 
immediate and continued separation of 
dependent girls from evil surroundings, 
even from criminal children, 
J'lvetii- 


linn, not jmnislimi'iit, is their purpose.— 
In this country, wherever there has 
been no provision made for dependent 
children, there is found a much larger 
proportion of criminals and paupers. 


Looking at tho subject in an econom- 


ical point of view, it is found that, ex- 
clusive of tho cost of jails, alms-houses, 
station-houses, criminal courts, arrests, 
trials and police expenses, the people oj 
the United Status arc annually taxed 
fifteen millions for tho actual nupport 
of :18,OOU criminals and IIG.OOU pau- 
pers, while in the reform schools already 
established 
C.5G3 youthful vagrants 


havo been trained for youthful citizen- 
ship at a total annual expense nf less 
than one million dollars, making it evi- 
dnut that uf the host ol young persons 
belonging to the dangerous classes, and 
who aro surely tending towards crime 
and pauperism, only i'our per cunt, are 
stopped in their downward course and 
committed to the parental cure of tho 
state, and that the money expended in 
reform is only nix per cent, of the 
amount paid for the support of crimi- 
nals and paupers. 


Three hundred little girls arc to-day 


in the poor-houses of the state of Illi- 
nois. 
With sucli/'ic/Ji before them, the 


ladies caimut doubt that it is much 
cheaper tu prepare a home and training 
school to fit neglected girls to gain an 
honest living, than to suffai flu-m to 
grow up in ignorance and vice at a fear- 
ful cost to the state and society. 


Of the many reform schools in the 


United Slates only four aro exclusively 
for girls. 
This Miliool in Illinois is yet 


in its infancy.

women of the state may sec the neces- 
sity for such an institution, and secure 
the future welfare of Illinois by nobly 
aiding this most worthy charity.

BLAINE IN MINNESOTA. 


II Ix Splendid Address at the Mlnne- 


apolU 1'alr 


" The man from Maine," Hoa. James 
. Blaino, delivered an address at the 


Minneapolis fair on Tuesday which was 
eminently characteristic) of the man.— 
Srief, pithy and pointed, it was just 
such an effort ns might be expected 
'rotn Elaine, and yet it was altogether 
unique in conception, Leaving out all 
allusion to politics, and referring only 
noidontnlly to agriculture, the speaker 
devoted the principal part of his ad- 
dross to a review of the history of the 
;reat Northwestern territory, and espe- 
cially that portion of it which now con- 
stitutes the state of Minnesota. 
In 


pening he uaid: 


Near the borders nf your state, on tho 


mnks of tho great river now flowing in 
>ur sight, there resides a man in the 
ull vigor of an honorable old ago, long 
ny acquaintance and my friend, whose 
career calls vividly to mind the wonder- 
ul progress of tho Northwest. In the 
ust two years of General Jackson's 
'residency, George W, Jones was the 
delegate in Congress from that vast area 
now forming the states of Michigan, 
Wisconsin, Iowa and Minnesota, togeth- 
er with that part of the Territory of 
Dakota north of the Missouri river, and 
east of the White Earth. 
In tho last 


^receding Federal census, tho total civ- 
Jizcd population of tho entire territory 
of Michigan was less than 32,000—ad- 
venturous men, standing on tho outposts 
of civilization, nnd accepting and con- 
juring the hardships of the frontier. 
There were at that time—forty-three 
years ago—but two newspapers of any 
cind whatever, published in the whole 
country of which I have spoken, and 
not one of those west of Lake Michi- 
gan. 
To-day the same country has 


eight Senators, twenty-nine Represent- 
atives, and one Delegate in Congress ; 
ias railroads aggregating eleven thou- 
sand miles in length, and live hundred 
millions iti cost; has seventy-five daily 
newspapers, and more than eleven hun- 
dred weekly and monthly publications ; 
iaa great cities, larger than Philadel- 
phia or Now York when tho United 
•hates had taken its second census, and 
:hoscti its third 1'reskicnt; lias a popu- 
otion as great, excluding the slaves of 
that day, as that of the whole country 
which defied Great Hritain to a second 
contest in 1S12; produces a larger 
amount of breadstutl's than the entire 
I'niori produced when Genera) .Innes 
entered Congress; and contains more 
wealth than was owned in the eighteen 
states that divided their electoral vote 
letween .lames Madison nnd DeWitt 
Clinton for the Presidency. 
Such facts 


as these may well cause us to give 
thanks to God nnd a virtuous ancestry 
Tor those blessings of liberty und good 
government which have made all this 
progress possible. 


The Senator then wont on to speak 


of the different sovereignties which had 
held sway in this territory, and of tho 
rapid mutationx which had character- 
ized its political history. 
In the course 


of this resume Mr. Blaino alluded inci- 
dentally to tho great 
"Mississippi 


scheme" of John Law about 1720, and 
this is tho neat manner in which ho 
dealt a blow at the irredeemable money 
scheme of that great fiatist: 


This fair land was under the domin- 


ion of Franco during the reign of Charles 
XIV., and his g«at-granc'son; had 
Ibervillc, who led the French colony to 
Louisiana for its Governor, and Bicn- 
ville, who founded Now Orleans, for its 
second, wa,< pawned by the Regent Or- 
leans in his scheme with John Law for 
creating value out of moonshine, and 
made, with other territory, the basis of 
that vast swindle in paper money pro- 
jected by the Mississippi Company, in 
which real estate in Minnesota, in the 
Undisputed possession of the savage and 
the wild beast, became the shadowy 
foundation in Paris, a hundred and sixty 
years ago. of a far greater monetary 
credit than it corM have to-day in the 
samo financial market with all its im- 
provement i and its great intrinsic valu«. 
Again, under the dominion in part ol 
George Third of England, who was com- 
pelled to yield hU right to your soil by 
the treaty of 17K.3, ami to withdraw the 
last red-cunt hy the treaty nf 1705.— 
Still farther, for thirty-seven years all 
on tho west side of your dividing river, 
was attached to the crown of Spain du> 
ring the reigns of tho third and fourth 
Charles, and given up hy the latter in 
the year ISdfl to France, when for a 
period of three brief years, tho larger 
half of Minnesota had Napoleon Hona- 
parto for its sovereign ruler. The First 
Consul always did business on i. bails 
of hard cash, nnd he transferred the 
French possessions in America to the 
United States for fifteen millions ol 
dollars. 
Eighty years before that time 


John Law and his speculative partner 
the Duke of Orleans, had made the 
same possessions the basis for an issue 
of paper money amounting to nearlj 
three thousand million of francs.

Iowa and Wisconsin have been ad- 


mitted as States, their territorial re- 
mainders naturally formed one govern 
merit, und so, in 1849, the territory of 
Minnesota was organized. And then, 
or the first time since our government 
acquired Louisiana from France, with 
lie exception of a brief period under 
he old territorial organisation of Mich- 
gnn, and an equally brief one under 
that of Wisconsin, Minnesota, on both 
ides of the Mississippi, was organised 
under the same government.

L young man if his luminous record, 
made in two states and in both branch- 
es of Congress, did not enable us to 
measure the ripe three score years that 
crown his honored head. 


To trace the history and development 


of Minnesota from its organization in 
.849, would far transcend the proprie- 
ties, or even the possibilities of this oc • 
casion. 
Dul whoever will enter into 


the details of tho progress hero made, 
will find one of tho most remarkable 
advances of civilization over realized, 
,nd in a period so brief that it docs not 
lotnprchend the life of ono generation. 
in 18411 your territory contained but 
kGOO inhabitants; to-day your State 
ias 700,000; in 184U you raised 1,400 
junhels of wheat; last year you raised 
13,000,000 bushels ; and these figures, 
itriking, even startling as they are, 
'onn but an index to your marvelous 
irogrcss in all forms of material wealth. 
L'hu pages of your census tables seem 
ike a romance ; tho statistics of your 
irogvcss dazzle tho reader with their 
minortions, nnd almost challenge his 
ircdulity nt every column ha peruses. 


T nui addressing an agricultural com- 


munity. 
During ull the depression of 


trade and commerce nnd manufactures 
irovailing for these past five years, you 
lave steadily progressed in comlort, in 
dependence and wealth. While thou 
lands elsewhere have lacked employ 
nctit, and many, I fear, have lacked 
ireiul, no able-bodied man in Minn«/ota 
ias been without remunerative labor, 
and no one has gone to bed hungry.— 
Your pursuits and their results form tho 
rasis of the ideal republic—happily in- 
deed realised within your own borders. 
Tho tendency of all your industry is to 
ward the accumulation of independent 
competency, und docs not favor the up 
building of colossal fortunes.

Agri 
culture furnishes the conservative ele 
mcnt in society, nnd in the end is tli 
guiding, restraining,controlling force i 
government.

against theories of administration tha 
hare drenched other lands in blood 
against the spirit of anarchy that woul< 
sweep away tho landmarks and safe 
guards of Christian society and repub 
lican government, the fanners of th 
Unitted States will stand as the shiek 
and the bulwark-thetnselves the willin 
subjects of law, and therefore itt safes 
and strongest administrators.

RELIABLE STATEMENT OF THE CON 


DITION OF THE FINANCES. 


The speech of President Hayes at 


St. Paul last week contains so much 
food for thoughtful reflection that wo 
give the main points of the address re- 
lating to the public debt, taxation, etc, 
together with tho very flattering show- 
ing which ho makes with reference to 
the condition of our foreign trade.

thinking man can read the figures given 
by tho president without coming to tho 
conclusion that tho nation is on the 
road out of its financial straits, and 
that the poople have seen the worst oi 
the hard limes.

Tho most interesting questions in

forty million dollars, which u the inter 
est at four per cent on one billion dol 
lars. 


The policy of reducing the debt am

argely exceeded the ezports from the 
United States—the excess of imports 
ranging from 139,000,000 to $182,000,- 
000.

During the yean ending June 30, 1876 
-77-78, however, the domestic exports 
from the United Statei greatly exceed- 
ed the net imports, the excess of ex- 
ports increasing rapidly from year to 
Tear.
